"Deutecblandsender baa lesimed details of a talk betveen Under Secretso:y of 
State Globke aisd Geblen, bead of Bonn's espionage organisation, as well 
as some of his leading assistants from circles In close contact vltb the 
Federal Chancellor's Office In Bonn. Tbe war criminal end fomer deputy 
Gestapo Chief, Frit* Panslnger, who returned from the SoTlet Union 
last October, sJ.so participated in this exchange of vlevs, which was mainly 
concerned with the Intensification of the espionage activities of Geblen 
against the Warsaw Treaty states. 

"During the Second World War, Panslnger cooperated closely with 
Gehlen's section. Foreign Armies East. In bis capacity as Chief of the 
Gestapo In the Soviet Baltic republics which were occupied by the 
fascists, be endeavored In particular to enlist corrupt antl-Sovlet . 
elements for the Gehleh apparatus . 

"On the other haind, Geblen furnished the Gestapo with extensive material, 
which went either to Schellehberg or Panslnger. As late as April 
19l*'5> Panslnger met Geblen' on the Instructions of -Kaltenbrunner In 
£o.varla in order to reorganize tbe espionage apparatus against the 
Soviet Union which at that time wasbsing dissolved. It was stated 
during the conversation with Gehlen that close relations already 
exist again between Gehlen and Panslnger."
